To Enter Canadian Banking Field 


Barehiy's Bank Of England Make 
Application To Form a Bank 
Here 

Barclays Bank, Limited, one of the 
largest banks in England with re- 
sources of approximately $1,800,000, - 
000, is about to enter the Canadian 
banking field, 

According to an announcement ap- 
pearing in a recent issue of the Or- 
ficial Gazette, at the next sessfon of 
parliament an application will be 
raade to form a bank under the Cann- 
dian Bank act to be known as “Bar- 
clays Bank (Canada).” 

Barclays Bank, Limited, of London, 
is one of the “big five” with resources 
as shown in the balance sheet as at 
the 30th of June, of approximately 
$1,800,000,000. 

It is understood that Sir Robert 
Borden will accept the office of presi- 
dent of the new bank.

The winding-up of navigation on 
the Great Lakes and St. Lawrence 
River was successful, according to 
reports received by the department 
o< marine and fisheries. In the lower 
St. Lawrence all the equipment of the 
department, such as buoys and float- 
ing lights, were gathered into winter 
quarters without any losses whatever 
as far ag could be ascertained.
